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AN AMKIUCAN GENUS OF HENESTAHlNvl^l 
( II em . , Myodor.h idee)

Of this subfamily only two genera are known, both confined to 
the palearctic region. The occurrence of a third genus near the 
antipodes of the New World is tlius rather unexpected. 


GORIANTIPUS nov. gen. 

Corpus sat altum, suhcompressuin. Caput paullo exsertuin, forti-

breviore. Pronotum fortiter declive, apice arcuato-siiiuatnm, ante 
medium linea transversa iinpressa denudata medio brevi ter inter- 
rupta extus hamato procurva latera non attingente instructum, 
rnarginibiis lateralibns anticis obtiisis, rectis, angulis lateralibus 
anguste rotundatis, vix prominulis, inargine basali recto, convexo- 
declivi, angulis posticis obtiisissimis, marginibus lateralibus posticis 
rectis, anguste depressis. Scutellum longitudine dimidio latius, 
lateribus lenissime rotundatum, medio linea longitudinali callosa 
percurrente instructum, apice anguste truncatuin, disco in dimidio 
basali transversaliter arcuatim gibboso-elevato, gibbere latera attin- 
gente, medium disci paullum superante, antice concavo, postice 
convexo. Mesosternum medio subtumidum, longitudinaliter sulca- 
tum. Metasternum medio rhomboidale, planiusculum, postice inter 
coxas angulatum et anguste marginatum, margine postico meta- 
pleurce leviter obliquato, orificiis prope marginem anticum positis, 
prsesertim antice et extus calloso-marginatis. Hemelytra abdomine 
angustiora, corio et clavo impunctatis, margine costali illius 
subrecto, angulo apicali acuto, margine apicali sutura clavi 
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breviore, recto, intus leniler sinuato, radio (1) apiceni versus obso- 
lescente, fere in medio ramiim curvatiim marginem apicalem uoii 
attingeiilem intus emittente, cubito percurrente, clavo fere paral- 
lel, vena ejus e media basi exeunte, ad marginem externum 
currente et deinde per duas trientes apicales huic maxime approxi- 
mata, commissura scutello breviore, membrana venis quinque 
simplicibus e basi emissis instnicla. Abdomen ($) subtus in parte 
oasali transversim fortiter convexum, inox ponesegmentum tertium 
siibito minus convexum, connexivo rellexo, segmentis tribus 
ultimis ventris feminse medio maxime retractis, vagina ultra 
medium usque ad apicem segmenti tertii extensa, hoc segmento 
tectiformiter subcarinato, medio quam segmentis posterioribus sat 
multo altiore. Pedes simplices, molliter pilosuli, femoribus baud 
incrassatis, inermibus, posticis apicem abdominis non attingentibus, 
articLilo primo tarsorum posticorum duobus ultimis unitis i)aullo 
longiore. 

CORIANTIPUS INOPINATUS n. sp. 

Subopaculus, dilute testaceus, brevissime erecte albo-puberulus, 
subtus cum ‘capite superiore lineaque media longitudinali pronoti 
prreterea adpresse albo-sericeus, capite supra et pronoto ante 
lineam impressam transversarn (lateribus exceptis) noiinihil infu- 
scatis, strigula intraoculari, linea transversa impressa pronoti, 
bujus angulis lateralibus (margine ipso excepto), clivo anteriore 
gibberis scutelli, rostro, medio meso- et metastenii basique media 
ventris nigris, subnitidulis, maculis duabus oblongis approximatis 
basalibus pronoti hujusque vitta obliqua posteriore usque ad lineam 
impressam transversarn extensa fuscis, clivo posteriore gibberis 
scutelli, macula antica intralaterali mesopleurarum vittaque intra-

«l)Iu conformity with the Comstock-Needham nomenclature of the venation 
the outer vein of the corium must be called Radius, the inner vein Cubitus. 
The median vein (Media) is absent or irregularly developed in the Het“roptera. 
The anal vein is placed in the clavus, but is often absent. In the Miridae the 
anal vein is present in some groups and absent in others, but even if absent in 
the clavus it is always present in the membrane, where it runs from the inner 
basal angle of the inner cell to very near the inner margin, which it follows 
more or less closely for some distance, rarely (as in the Indian genus Sapinnius 
Dist.) strongly deviating from the margin and running near the middle of the 
membrane to near its a})ex. It is a curious fact that the anal vein of the Mirid 
membrane has hitherto been overlooked by all hemipterists.

Argentina (Chaco de Santiago del Estero, Rio Salado). 

This pretty little insect has the facies of a Phlegyas and also 
reminds of the subfamily Malcinae (with which I unite the Chaulio- 
pina3 (i) Bredd.), but its characters place it in the Henestarinm.
